ROYAL ACADEMY 


HE time of year has come round once more when 
many architects will be wondering what to send in 
to the Royal Academy. 

Last year, it will be remembered, about thirty models 
and drawings overflowed from the Architectural Room 
into Gallery X where they found themselves in the main 
stream of visitors. 

During the second year of office of an architect P.R.A. 
could not something really bold be done to attract atten- 
tion to Architecture? 

Quite recently the A.LA. (The Artists’ International 
Association) held an exhibition of paintings in their 
gallery which had in common the colour red pre- 
dominating. And the idea worked well; there was a 
homogeneity that produced an unusual impression of 
harmony among pictures of widely differing styles & 
subject matter. 

It is too late now to arrange for a number of well 
known painters to take Architecture as their theme for 
hanging in a group exhibit in one of the larger galleries 
at the Royal Academy Exhibition. Too late to organise, 
but not too late to imagine. 

Let us allow the mind to range freely over some of 
the possibilities. 

For centrepiece what could be more appropriate than 
a large florid canvas entitled “Colcutt’s Last Stand”, 
or “the Imperial Institute at Bay”. Another might depict 
“Dawn striking the Summit of London University.” 

Those who know their George Stubbs will have no 
difficulty in conjuring up a large oil in the finished 
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manner of that great English painter taking for subject 
Professor Richardson entering his sedan-chair (chairmen 
B. Lubetkin & S. Kadleigh). 

Pathos could be wrung from “ The Last Day in the 
Prefab,” and indignation from a huge oil of St. Paul's 
Cathedral canted over at a terrifyingly “Pisan” angle as 
the result of excavations for New Barbican. Even the 
“problem” picture might find its place within the 
general framework and we feel sure that Mr. Stanley 
Spencer could command attention with a composition 
showing an Automation Factory in the background 
while in the foreground Edward Youths uprooted tulips, 
lilies, daffodils etc & pushed over gravestones & railings. 

There would be scope as well for the portrait painters. 
There would be nothing alien to the Royal Academy 
tradition in a large canvas of the Modular Society attend- 
ing a non-smoking lecture at the R.S.A. nor in “ The 
Opening of the new A.B.T. Headquarters in Portland 
Place,” painted in the Guildhall Art Gallery style. 

If therefore, one of the principal galleries were hung 
entirely with such works also more visitors might 
venture into the Architectural Room. And last but not 
least, reproductions of such pictures would serve admir- 
ably as Christmas cards for the A.B.S.

BVENTS AND COMMENTS 


IMPERIAL INSTITUTE 


The fight goes on. The latest news as I write this is 
that Lord Selkirk, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster answering questions in the House of Lords said 
that there were hopes that the Tower of the Imperial 
Institute might be saved, but it was no more than a 
possibility. A model would be shown in the Royal 
Gallery. On the same day a letter appeared in The 
Times from Sir Frederick Handley Page who started 
off by presuming to judge the issue by saying that the 
arguments produced for the retention of the Imperial 
Institute on historical, architectural and sentimental 
grounds did not, as he saw it, outweigh the argument 
for its removal. He then said that undoubtedly, had 
it been possible to incorporate satisfactorily the present 
building in the new scheme the views of the Royal Fine 
Art Commission would have prevailed. This remark 
shows just how little Sir Frederick knows about the 
R.F.A.C. or the difficulties under which it operates. To 
the layman the Commission is the great panjandrum of 
architecture at the lift of whose finger all the naughty 
architects rush to their boards with erasers and razor 
blades. To the architect who runs across it the Com- 
mission is a tiresome watchdog, heavily chained and 
drugged so that with any luck it will not wake up until 
it is too late to be able to do anything except growl. 
It is not the fault of the Commission that it often 
appears late on the scene, nor that it is only an advisory 
body. It is the fault of the law under which it operates. 


Sir Frederick Handley Page went on to talk about 
our unquestionable need for scientists and to say quite 
rightly that those under training should not be housed 
in unsuitable buildings. He then attacked buildings 
which are no longer suitable for their purpose and 
asked us not to confuse architecture with pseudo- 
architectural style and sentiment. He deplored office 
buildings in the pseudo-Gothic and classic manner and 
the valuable floor space sacrificed to buttresses, piers, 
columns and other architectural impedimenta. No one 
is likely to disagree with this opinion and Mr Daw- 
barn’s design is not likely to err in this way. Sir 
Frederick closes his letter by saying that if it is pre- 
sumed that the new building will have less merit than 
the old it reflects little credit on the architectural pro- 
fession and savours of stagnation. 


Sir Frederick is a captain of industry but he has com- 
pletely missed the point. No one wishes to put bud- 
ding scientists into unsuitable buildings, nor to preserve 
buildings possessed of pseudo-architectural style or 
sentiment. The Imperial Institute is considered by 
most people who know about these things to be a 
remarkable building and worthy of preservation as an 
architectural monument. This view has nothing what- 
ever to do with the development of science or tech- 
nology but with the nation’s heritage of art and archi- 


tecture. 
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The argument that it is an insult to the architect to 
presume that his new building will not be better in 
every way than the one it replaces is familiar but phony. 

It is a pity, with all this going on, that the 
Building Centre exhibition does not include the scheme 
for the new Imperial College. I understand that as the 
whole thing is sub judice and that the model is not yet 
ready the scheme could not be shown. 


CHANGING LONDON 

The Chairman of the L.C.C. opened the current 
exhibition at the Building Centre last week. He took the 
opportunity to review the L.C.C.’s major planning and 
architectural works and particularly stressed the saving 
of mature trees, and the importance of good planning. 
Considering the very sensible view that he took of the 
aesthetics of planning it struck me as odd that the 
L.C.C. planning department is becoming more and 
more the province of the surveyor and less and less of 
what it should be, that of the architect-planner. Mr. 
Prichard hardly mentioned the contribution to ‘chang- 
ing London’ made by the private architect. Seen against 
the larger development schemes it is perhaps small so 
far. 

As one might expect the L.C.C. comes out very well 
indeed in this exhibition. Nearly all the big recon- 
struction schemes are shown including the South Bank 
and the Elephant and Castle. This last is a particularly 
good model. The Crystal Palace Development is illus- 
trated by two models which show clearly the lightness 
and festival quality of the buildings. 

It is not possible to mention all the models of smaller 
schemes but there is great variety, both in the design 
of the buildings and in the quality of the model-making. 
Some models have clearly been made for the architect’s 
own use and these should not be judged against the 
many elaborate—and expensive—show pieces. High 
Paddington and both schemes for the Barbican are 
there as well as Pilkingtons’ Soho fantasy—of which I 
have now seen and heard quite enough. The exhibition 
is simply and effectively set and the tables have been 
made high enough for most people to view the models 
from the ground levels without bending double. 
Primarily intended for the public this exhibition is of 
interest to all. 


ACCURATE SURVEYING 


Those of you who still carry the tape or chain in 
muddy fields or gloomy basements could learn a thing 
or two from a second exhibition now on at the B.C. 
The Guild of Surveyors is showing drawings of preci- 
sion surveys of various kinds. It is a pity that the 
drawings themselves are so extremely drab. It is odd 
that there should be such a very great difference 


between good architectural and good surveying 
draughtsmanship. 
U.S. EMBASSY COMPETITION 


You will have seen in the press that the limited

competition for the new U.S. Embassy building to 
occupy the west side of Grosvenor Square has been won 
by Mr. Eero Saarinen, son of the famous Finnish archi- 
tect, Mr. Eliel Saarinen. The only available picture is, 
I understand, a cabled perspective. The Times has been 
very polite about the building. It looks somewhat dull 
to me, and I would prefer to await better drawings. It 
will be interesting to have a genuine Saarinen in 
London. 


PLENTY OF ROOM ON TOP 

The Daily Mail Ideal Home Exhibition is returning 
rapidly towards the stone age. Last year, we had a 
regency terrace—approved by the P.R.A.—this year 
by the same designer, Mr. Malcolm Haylett, of St. 
Ives, we are to have a mediaeval castle as the main 
drop. 

On the tops of the stands and level with the ground 
floor of the castle will be “Fearless looking” (never- 
tremble-or-conceal-it-if-they-do) “Knights of old on 
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fiery steeds with all the accoutrements of battle, poised 
ready for gallant combat.” 

Judging by the drawing, these figures and the tents 
behind them will only be visible from the balcony. 
Perhaps we shall be able to circulate on top of the 
stands. This might save a lot of trouble and be a great 
relief. Anyway who ever heard of a castle with two 
entrances. 


VIC WELLS AT THE LYCEUM 


The only things I could remember about the Lyceum 
Theatre were the transformation scene in the panto- 
mime and the fact that my favourite aunt for a bet once 
ate an orange in the front row of the dress circle. No 
one would take much notice if one were to eat an 
orange at the Vic Wells Costume Ball which is now 
an annual event there. The poor old Lyceum is very 
bedraggled but still retains some of its grandeur behind 
the flaring lights and makes a fine setting for such an 
occasion. The variety, and if one may put it so, 
scarcity of costume were remarkable but the well- 
known actress who judged them seemed devoid of 
critical power chosing the ugliest and most banal for 
the most beautiful and most original. Had the order 
of awards been reversed the results would, in almost 
every instance, have been juster. By far and away the 
most original costume—which appeared to gain a con- 
solation prize only—was a double eagle most ingen- 
iously contrived by a couple, inner arms round each 
others waists and outer arms raised as wings, each wear- 
ing an eagle’s head and each having one black and one 
yellow leg. The result was most remarkable.

A New Form of Stained Glass 

An exhibition of Stained Glass was 
opened on February 20th by the Very 
Rev. Dr. Alan C. Don, Dean of 
Westminster, at Walker's Galleries, 
New Bond Street. Nine panels of the 
new French technique are exhibited 
in designs by artists of the White- 
friars studios. The outstanding feature 
of this new style of stained glass is 
that it contains no lead, the pieces 
being set in cement. No paint is used, 
all shading and designs being brought 
out by using different colour tones in 
the glass itself. The surface of each 
piece, 1 inch or more in thickness, is 
chipped into facets by hand, like a 
jewel, and this gives an intensely live 
and brilliant quality to the finished 
window. The new glass, owing to its 
thickness, needs special methods of 
manufacture, and since Whitefriars 
make their own glass, they are able to 
produce exactly the quality of glass 
and shades of colour required. 

There are also examples of designs 
in the traditional method, some of 
which were designed in collaboration 
with Professor A. E. Richardson, 
P.R.A. The exhibition closes on 
March 7th, when two of the examples 
will be installed at Dovers Green 
Church, Reigate and the rest will be 
available for inspection at The White- 
friars Studios, Wealdstone.

Housing Subsidies Bill 

On the recommendation of the 
Town and Country Planning and 
Housing Committee it was agreed to 
make representations urgently to the 
Ministry of Housing & Local Govern- 
ment on two points in connection with 
the Housing Subsidies Bill before 
Parliament. It was felt that the subsidy 
scale should be related to current 
building costs rather than show a 
financial bias in favour of one type of 
development against another. In this 
respect the view was taken that the 
present weighting against three-storey 
development would have a serious 
limiting effect on architectural freedom 
in the design of mixed development 
schemes of houses and flats, especially 
in slum clearance areas. 

Under Clause 11 (1) of the Bill, re- 
placements to fit houses that have to 
be demolished along with unfit houses 
do not qualify for the increased slum 
clearance subsidy and this limitation 
seemed to the Council to militate 
against the proper planning of a com- 
prehensive redevelopment of such 
areas. 


L.C.C. Architect’s Department 
Review of Planning Division 


At the meeting of the L.C.C. on 21 
February, the Council accepted the 
following report of the Establishment 
Committee : 


On 10th May 1955 we submitted, 
consequent on the approval by the 
Minister of Housing and Local 
Government of the Administrative 
County of London Development Plan, 
an interim report on the review of the 
staffing and organisation of the plan- 
ning division of the architect's 
department indicating generally the 
regrouping of the division and the 
adjustments of senior staff positions 
and their responsibilities which are 
required to implement the Plan. The 
review of the planning work of the 
division by the organisation and 
methods staff of the director of 
establishments has now been com- 
pleted and we submit a brief descrip- 
tion of what we believe will be a more 
flexible and efficient group organisa- 
tion. 


Policy and general group 

All planning policy on a county-wide 
basis and all general questions not re- 
lated to particular areas will be concen- 
trated in this group instead of there being 
two groups, namely, information and re- 
search, and Development Plan. This 
group will be responsible for the pro- 
gramme and co-ordination of work 
related to reviews and amendments of the 
Development Plan. In addition, it will 
provide a team of qualified specialists 
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dealing with such matters as statistical 
information and planning standards, and 
teams dealing with housing, community 
and social services, public services, 
industry and decentralisation. The group 
will also be responsible for planning 
surveys, maps and ordnance sheets. 


Area groups 
These three groups will be responsible 


respectively for areas covered by the 
Metropolitan Boroughs, in north-west, 
north-east and south London. The 


functions of these groups will be three- 
fold, namely, advice on development 
control, implementation and local review 
of the Development Plan, and design and 
progress of redevelopment areas. One of 
the major preoccupations of these groups 
will be with development proposals both 
from the general public and by public 
authorities, and the organisation and staff 
structure of the groups has been designed 
to enable development applications to be 
dealt with more expeditiously. It is pro- 
posed that, within the area of each of the 
three groups, a priority programme of 
redevelopment areas shall be evolved in 
order to concentrate effort on the prob- 
lems of civic design in areas where the 
need for redevelopment is most urgent 

A group planning officer will be in 
charge of each group and he will have 
the assistance of two officers of high 
status, one to supervise applications and 
Development Plan review and the other 
to deal with questions of civic design 
These officers, six in number, will be in 
grade I with allowances of £65 a year 
(basic), The grading of these positions 
will be reviewed within twelve months of 
the date on which they are filled. 

Other adjustments in the fixed pro- 
fessional and technical staff of the 
department arising out of the review are 
increases of One position of principal 
assistant (professional) and two positions 
of grade I; and reductions of two 
positions of grade II, five positions of 
grade III and 11 positions of permanent 
technical assistant. By September 1956 
the temporary staff of the department 
authorised in addition to fixed staff wil! 
have been reduced by one grade I, one 
grade LI, four grade [lI and 14 temporary 
technical assistants. Only a nucleus of 
staff has been provided for maps and 
survey work and it will be necessary 
to make temporary additions to the fixed 
staff as surveys or any special investiga- 
tions become necessary, particularly in 
connection with the Development Plan 
review. The organisation of work on 
modelling, photo-printing and ordnance 
sheet replacement is still under review. 

The administrative and clerical staff of 
the division will be organised in four 
groups parallel with the grouping out- 
lined above and the fixed staff of the 
department will by June 1956 be increased 
by three pos‘tions of principal assistant 
(b) and six of assistant in first class (a): 
and will be reduced by seven positions of 
senior assistant, six of assistant in first 
class (b) and six of general clerical officer. 
There will also be a reduction of three 
temporary clerical assistants. 

The ultimate financial effect of all the 
foregoing staff variation will be a saving 
of about £28,000 a year as comvared with 
the present authorised staff of the 


division costing about £245,000 a year. 
The new organisation and the staffing 
arrangements will be reviewed as soon as 
they have been in full overation for a 
reasonable period. The Town Planning 
Committee have no observations so far 
as they are concerned.

SIX storey building in Berkeley Square, 

in spite of its somewhat awkward 
Edwardian plan and character, was finally 
chosen as being most suitable for the London 
offices of the Z.D.A. on moving from Oxford, 
after considering many other properties in 
the same area. 

It was realised that it would be extremely 
expensive to completely modernise the 
Edwardian interior with its complex ceilings, 
panelling and mouldings, many of which had 
been interfered with in a previous conversion. 
it was therefore decided to preserve and even 
reinstate the character where appropriate as 
a background, and at the same time give it 
a sophisticated modern elegance by the 
introduction of simple, specially-designed 
built-in furniture, lighting and etc. 


Ground Floor 

The entrance hall, which is also used for a 
receptionist, was opened up by the use of 
glazed doors and glazed firescreen to form an 
exhibition and enquiry centre with permanent 
wall display panels designed in collaboration 
with Clifford Hatts and Ronald Sandiford. 
The library is also on this floor. No radical 
alterations were made to this room, which 
has an extremely ornate ceiling. With the 
exception of library shelving other fittings 
had previously been designed by the 
Architects for the Association’s Oxford 
offices. “Liveliness” was added by the 
addition of very bright primary colours in the 
curtains, notice boards and chair covers, and 
by flooding the ceiling with indirect light.

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curtains are hung in front of this partition 
on both sides to give the sense of separation 
at all other times. These curtains are 
indirectly lit and act as important light 
sources. 


The ceilings of these rooms were both of a 
quite charming neo-Adam type but had been 
stupidly lost by bad ceiling lights and dim 
colouring. Without much work they were 
brought to life by the addition of gilt, white 
and pale grey, and indirect light to give them 
sparkle. The walls in both rooms were 
painted white to ‘float’ the ceilings. The wall 
to wall carpeting is dark mauve. No available 
modern boardroom table and chairs could be 
found of sufficient quality and to design them 
would have been extremely expensive. The 
Architects, after some searching, discovered 
a twin pedestal table of solid Spanish 
mahogany which had belonged to a 
regimental mess, and which exactly fitted the 
requirements of 16-18 seats, and again 
from a separate source found 18 (+ one arm) 
chairs of approximately the same period 
which were re-upholstered in light yellow 
hide. No doubt the reason for the non- 
availability of top rate furniture of this kind 
is just that antiques are still unfortunately 
cheaper. The volume of the room required a 
fairly big object to hold things together and

it was decided to use a chandelier. But in 
order to kill the rather strong period 
emphasis, a few very severe pieces of 
furniture —- a sideboard, a drinks and 
storage cabinet were designed specially and 
these were finished in black lacquer and 
marbling. Likewise the 17th century paint- 
ings were framed severely or unframed. 


The George II gilt mirror at the end of the 
room hides a projection slit since the room is 
intended to be used to show films. This 
mirror slides up and down on secret spring 
balances. The window curtains in both 
rooms are of unbleached raw silk which help 
considerably to kill any period pretensions. 


H. T. Cadbury-Brown was the architect 
for the structural alterations of the building.

CONCRETE

HERE has been a very large increase in the use of 
structural precast concrete in building and civil 
engineering construction during the past ten years, 
especially in this country. In appropriate circumstances 
this method of construction shows special advantages in 
both speed of erection and total cost, and is now being 
used for an increasing variety of residential and industrial 
buildings. From data which we have now been able to 
obtain from other countries and from conversations we 
have had with American and Continental Engineers, it 
seems that Great Britain leads the world in this particular 
field, and the indications are that its use will extend even 
more in the years ahead. 

The practice of precasting structural members, either on 
the site or in a factory, and erecting them to form the 
structural framework has, of course, been established for 
many years, but in the pre-war period was generally 
adopted only on a limited scale for comparatively small 
single-storey buildings. The war time demand for military 
huts and factory buildings which could be erected quickly 
and were economical in construction undoubtedly 
encouraged the development of reinforced concrete pre- 
cast structural framing which has continued in the post- 
war period. The developments in prestressed concrete 
have also contributed, but in a somewhat smaller way, and 


it is still a noticeable feature that the majority of structures 
are in normal reinforced concrete. One very important 
factor which has made this development possible has been 
the great improvement in the design and capacity and 
efficiency of lifting equipment now available to contractors, 
and it is the scope of its use and the very great increase 
in size of the structural members which are now prefabri- 
cated which are the outstanding features of recent develop- 
ments. 

Cost has been and still is the most important influence 
on the decision as to whether a job should be of in situ 
concrete or precast, and only in exceptional circumstances 
when some special advantage occurs, would it be used 
unless it was cheaper. Both the architect and the engineer 
have, in its use, ample scope for original design, as their 
skill is not limited to the use of standard manufactured 
sections, although for the greatest economy a substantial 
amount of repetition is normally necessary. For some 
years the very high cost of shuttering and centering has 
favoured the development of precast construction, but the 
ease with which the concreting operation is carried out at 
ground level is another important factor affecting cost. It 
has to be borne in mind also that there may be certain 
disadvantages in the use of precast sections as compared 
with in situ construction. Two of the great advantages 
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of in situ reinforced concrete, its adaptability and 
continuity in framed structures, may not so easily be pro- 
duced, but the final test of any method of construction lies 
in the economic advantages provided. Saving of time and 
invested capital are the important considerations here. 


Advantages and Disadvantages 


The chief advantages of using precast units for concrete 
construction are:— 


1. The economy in the cost of the moulds since the 
units are usually cast on the flat and frequently on 
a prepared concrete floor and only side moulds are 
then required. These can be very quickly removed 
and reused. Great economy is provided through 
repetition. 

The large reduction and in some cases the complete 
elimination of the scaffolding and mould supports. 
This becomes increasingly apparent with buildings 
of large height and span. 

Economy in labour in working at ground level 
during casting as distinct from similar operations 
carried out at a height. 

With work at ground level either at the site or in a 
factory, much better control is provided of the form- 
work layout, the position of the concrete and the 
quality of the concrete resulting. Thorough com- 
paction by vibration is more easily provided to assist 
quality control. 

Further economy in labour is provided by the use 
of mass production methods where standardisation 
of units is provided, and in the employment of 
machinery for their manufacture and erection. 
Where work is carried out in a factory, weather 
conditions are not so critical, and continuous work- 
ing is possible independent of weather conditions.

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This means also that skilled workers can more 
easily be retained in a factory and the site works are 
reduced to a minimum. 

The speed of erection is greatly increased with a 
corresponding reduction in the cost of overheads and 
Site supervision. 

There is a substantial economy in the transport 
charges on temporary construction materials such as 
timber, scaffolding etc., and storage of these on the 
Site. 

Precast structures with bolted joints can be removed 
and re-erected elsewhere. 

. Provision for thermal and moisture movements 1s 
easily provided in the joints. Shrinkage takes place 
within the unit before erection, and the subsequent 
stresses under load are more easily assessed. 

There are however, some disadvantages in the use of 
precast products as compared with in situ construction, 
such as: 

1. The extra handling of the units when made at a 

factory off site. 

Difficulties in ensuring monolithic continuity in the 
structure and in some cases the necessity of using 
slightly larger because of the free-end 
conditions. 

The need to cater for stresses due to handling, trans- 
porting and erecting the units. 

The care needed in order to design and construct 
satisfactory joints and supports between the pre- 
fabricated members.

That these disadvantages can be overcome by sound 
design and construction techniques has been well proved 
by the numbers of prefabricated structures which have 
been erected in competition with other forms of construc-

tion, but the financial success or otherwise of these jobs 
depends to a great extent on the engineer’s organizing 
ability in order that the full advantages of mass produc- 
tion and speedy erection can be utilized. 


Factory or Site Production 


From the manufacturing aspect, production of units at 
an established factory would be advantageous because of 
the equipment and organization available, and the use of 
the skilled labour attuned to the work of good quality 
concrete products, but the heavy cost of transport, addi- 
tional loading and unloading, especially with large units, 
and to some extent the limitations in size so entailed are 
frequently the deciding factors. Where however, the con- 
crete floor of the building can first be placed and then used 
as a casting bed for the structural units, and the weather 
conditions are not likely to substantially affect the progress 
of casting, site working may be more economical. It 
frequently happens that the best solution is a mixture of 
both methods casting on the site the very large columns 
and beams which it would be difficult and expensive to 
transport from the factory, but to use the factory made 
products for the smaller units, such as floor joists, roof 
slabs and purlins, wall slabs etc, which can be easily trans- 
ported in a normal lorry. Although these small units will 
require more handling than if made on the site, the 
efficiency of the factory organization should operate to its 
advantage in final cost, provided the haul is not too long. 
The use of standardised products is an important factor 
affecting this cost. 
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Design Considerations 

In order to obtain the greatest advantage from precast- 
ing the whole process of construction should be considered 
at the design stage. The first essential is that there should 
be considerable repetition so that moulds are reused to the 
maximum possible extent. In such cases more care can 
be given to the construction of the mould concerned, so 
that the tolerances on dimensions and shape of the finished 
product are kept small and the subsequent erection and 
fixing is made as easy as possible. When the positions and 
types of joints have been decided, the design of the units 
follows normal reinforced or prestressed concrete practice, 
with the additional check of handling and lifting stresses. 
The design of the joints however, requires very careful 
consideration. 

In the majority of the structures erected in this country, 
simple plain bearings with bolted connections have been 
used, but these, though extremely simple to manufacture 
and erect, provide little continuity and may necessitate 
slightly heavier sections and reinforcement. If the joints 
are provided at or near the points of contraflexure, such 
increases are reduced to a minimum. With the hipped 
frame, hinged joints are usually provided at the ridge and 
at the feet of the columns, in fact providing a three hinged 
arch, but other arrangements are also used. If full con- 
tinuity is to be provided, some form of in situ joint is 
arranged after joing the reinforcement across the joint 
by lapping or welling. This increases the site work, may 
necessitate working platforms, but if the position of the 
joint is chosen with care, the gap may only be of small

dimension. Continuity can also be provided by a com- 
bination of precast and in situ work. Monolithic T-beam 
construction can be provided with an in situ slab laid on 
a precast beam, allowing the use of the full depth of the 
beam for the live loading. Beams can be made continuous 
by mortar jointing the butt-ends over the support and 
accommodating the continuity reinforcement in the in situ 
slab above. Beams and columns have also been framed 
together by resting the beam on a portion of the column 
and bending over into the in situ slab some of the con- 
tinuity bars which are projecting from the column. In 
all these cases the saving of shuttering and scaffolding, and 
the speed of erection, have played important parts in 
making the design economically advantageous. 

The use of post-tensioning methods has _ provided 
another easy and effective solution to the problem of 
restoration of continuity after precasting in sections. Joint- 
ing of the units is in fact so simple that the member can 
be easily broken down into small units which can with 


advantage be cast in a factory if required. After assembly 
as beams or columns on the site and erected in position, 
further continuity can be provided by cables placed 
through prepared holes in the units and stressed together. 
For large span schemes, the use of prestressed concrete can 
also be advantageous in reducing the dead weight. 
Fields of Use 

The illustrations have been chosen as representing some 
of the varied uses of prefabricated continuity in this 
country in recent years, but in making such a choice many 
of the more spectacular examples have been omitted in- 
tentionally as they will undoubtedly be well known. These 
examples therefore, indicate some of the variations possible 
with this medium of construction, and many of the systems 
employed have had to be omitted entirely due to the 
shortage of time available. 

In the post-war years its use for factories, schools and 
all forms of residential construction has increased enor- 
mously, concrete frames, panel filling, floor beams, wall

sections, staircases and landings, have been prefabricated 
to add to the speed of building. In piling work, well 
established before the wall, and in the various types of 
marine work, precast concrete can offer special advantages. 
due to a reduction in maintenance provided by the better 
control of concrete quality, but mainly through the saving 
in cofferdams and shuttering designed to withstand wave 
action. 

Of the limited amount of bridge construction carried out 
in this country since the war, the majority of the works 
have incorporated precasting of the deck beams either on 
the site or in a factory with subsequent launching and 
hoisting into position. The development of prestressed 
concrete has been an important factor here. 


Future Developments 


Increased construction with precast concrete seems cer- 
tain in the future. Sections and frames are continuing to 
increase in size and both single and multiple spans can be 
provided embracing all the advantages of monolithic con- 
struction and incorporating any system of daylight lighting 
required by the owner. Units can be obtained more or 
less from stock in some instances. The size of precast mem- 
bers is really only limited by the capacity of the lifting 
equipment available. With large members it is clearly 
desirable to precast alongside the structure, so that lifting 
into position is possible without excessive movement of 
the crane or lifting gear. 

Precast concrete construction has already established 
itself as an economical and sound method of construction, 
and is likely to continue to play an important part in the 
future.

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Portrait of Cambridge 
By A. F. Kersting and Bryan Little. Batsford. 25s. 


A NOTED architectural photographer and an historian 
have combined together to produce an excellent 
twentieth century historical record of Cambridge. Mr. 
Kersting, the photographer, uses strong contrasting light 
and shade to good effect in his carefully composed views, 
while Mr. Bryan Little, a one-time scholar of Jesus 
College, brings a sound understanding of the architectural 
qualities of ancient buildings to record the history and 
points of architectural interest the photographs illustrate. 
A more sublime partnership could not have been found, 
and it must have been a joy to experience as indeed the 
fruits of their joint labours will be to the reader. 

The way our forebears solved architectural problems in 
giving expression to the thoughts and ideals of their times 
when extending buildings erected by those who went be- 
fore them, is interesting, especially as modern architects 
are frequently confronted with the same problem. Some- 
times a medieval building was extended in the 15th century 
in the same style as in the 13th century to complete one 
side of a Fellow’s garden, while in another, a main court 
receives the contributions of several eras — medieval 
gothic, renaissance, and gothic revival. The whole presents 
a lively composition. The merits of this earlier form of 
historicism compared with the frank acknowledgement of 
one’s own times make an interesting study. 

As one would expect, the story is mainly of the colleges 
since it is in these that the glories of Cambridge architec- 
ture are to be found, as did David Loggan in his engrav- 
ings 250 years ago. Starting with the oldest founded, the 
history follows a general pattern for each college which 
tells of their origin, (often built upon older monastic 
foundations and in some cases, retaining parts of these 
earlier structures), and their architectural character. At 
the end, views of the town are shown and commented 
upon. The final subject is that of the origins of Cam- 
bridge itself, still with its charming domestic scale of an 
ancient river port set beside an important river crossing. 

To have had so many master craftsmen and architects 
working in Cambridge, the illustrations of their contribu- 
tions, so faithfully recorded by the camera, cannot fail to 
be of absorbing interest. Their three dimensional qualities 
and portrayal of expansive views make the most of this 
modern medium. The birdseye panorama portrays the 
twentieth century interest in the wholeness of things as 
well as their parts.

Architectural Practice and Procedure 


Hamilton H. Turner, Fifth Edition, revised by John H. 
Turner, Batsford, 21/-. 


On being invited to write a review of this book I was 
tempted to reply that it did not require any reviewing, it 
was well known already. It was, in fact, one of those books 
that was a “must” in any architectural office library. Whilst 
this is without doubt correct, I had forgotten that every 
year many students enter the profession who may never 
have heard of Turner's A. P. & P. To these students and 
to any architect who has not already a copy—buy one. 
Don’t wait till next Christmas, buy it now; it is monev well 
spent. Put your name in it in ink. You will never wish to 
part with it. Don’t lend it—my second edition never came 
back. I treasured my Turner. 

Architecture is by no means only a question of design, 
as any practising architect will substantiate. Hamilton 
Turner must have appreciated, early in his career, that 
many architects were singularly lacking in their knowledge 
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of the business side of architecture and it was with this in 
mind that the first edition, published in 1924, was written. 
The need for and popularity of such a book is borne out 
by the fact that it is now in its fifth edition. 

Why has this book become so popular? I would say it 
is because any problem which is likely to arise in any 
architect’s office is covered in the thirty-two chapters. Not 
only has he touched upon every aspect but the text is 
written in an easily read form and the author has not 
attempted to retain any knowledge which he felt would be 
of assistance to any architect or student. And as John 
Murray Easton says in his foreword to the fifth edition 
Turner “knew far more about the business and procedural 
side of architecture than any architect I had known.” 

Architectural Practice and Procedure is a book you will 
enjoy reading and however many times you read it you 
will always learn something to your benefit. It will become 
more than a text book, more even than a standard text 
book, it will become a guide, philosopher and friend, 
particularly if you are in doubt.

‘TH structural steel industry is approaching a crisis as 

people are realising that the use of standard hot rolled 
sections is no longer economical in a number of cases. 
Undoubtedly one of the futures of steelwork lies in the 
use of thin sections designed to act at maximum efficiency. 
As is explained in the book, these thin sections can be 
produced by taking strip steel and passing it through 
successive sets of rollers, each set forming the strip more 
closely to the desired sections. 

One of the problems in the use of cold rolled sections 
for structural purposes is that the protection against corro- 
sion must be thoroughly efficient. With a hot rolled section 
it of little consequence if 1/16in of the metal is rusted 
away. It is however a very different story when the section 
is composed of material of about 1/16in thick. Luckily, 
marching in line with the developments of cold rolling, the 
methods of corrosion protection have improved, ranging 
from improved bitumen paints to galvanising. 

A point that is not perhaps emphasised in the Manual 
is that it is relatively cheap to set up a new section. In the 
case of hot rolled sections, the cost of setting up a new 
set of rolls can run into thousands of pounds, whereas in 
the case of cold rolled sections it may be less than one 
hundred pounds. This obviously gives greater freedom to 
the designer to design his own sections for a specific job. 
A number of sections are illustrated in the Manual giving 
their section properties, etc. 

Whilst this Manual of cold rolled sections is of great 
interest to the Engineering profession, its useful contents 
are mainly technical, and it is thought improbable that the 
expenditure of two guineas would be justified by any 
except the larger Architectural practices.

Since my 
days as a junior I have always valued, and without shame 
used to my own advantage, Gunn’s words of wisdom. 

“ Building Technique” was first published in 1939, a 
second edition in 1945, but for a number of years it has 
been out of print, the younger members of the architec- 
tural profession thereby being deprived of the sage counsel 
that it has to offer. This book is of inestimable value to 
students as well as qualified architects owing, in the main, 
to the underlying principle on which it is written. It has 
been written after a lifetime's experience by an architect 
who had an eye for the things that mattered in the con- 
struction of a building. 

I took this book to an architect who has been many 
years in practice. Looking at one of the 183 illustrations 
he remarked, drawing at the same time on the back of 
an envelope, “I always did that this way, Gunn’s got 
something there. I must remember that.” 

The book is full of practical hints which E. G. has 
learned from the job, things which you and I were never 
taught at school. In addition, what you wish to know can 
be found immediately as the book is divided into trades 
from excavator to painter. It does not end with the 
painter, however, but deals with those two important sub- 
jects, provisional sums and defects liable to appear during 
the maintenance period.

Na-oorlogse bouwkunst in Nederland (Post- 
war architecture in Holland) 
By J. P. Mieras. Published by Kosmos Publishing Com- 
pany, Amsterdam.

GREAT deal of interesting building work has been 

carried out in Holland since the war and a book on 
post-war architecture in this country should, therefore, be 
welcome. J. P. Mieras’s book, however, does not do full 
justice to the new architecture of Holland. The author has 
endeavoured to cover too wide a field and has included a 
great deal of material which would have been better 
omitted, while the more important buildings illustrated are 
inadequately covered. 

The book contains many fine photographs but far too 
few plans, drawings and technical descriptions. The text 
is in Dutch but a summary in English is provided as a 
looseleaf insert which gives a very condensed version of 
the Dutch text. 

While this book is of general interest, it cannot expect 
to compete with other books published on the national 
architecture of other European countries, particularly 
those of Sweden and Switzerland. Perhaps Mr. Kidder- 
Smith could be persuaded to write “Holland Builds” in 
order to give us the information which this book omits.

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Building Planning and Design Standards 


By Harold R. Sleeper, John Wiley & Sons. Inc. New York:

Ts book appears to be intended as the third of a 
trilogy with Architectural Graphic Standards by the 
Author and Ramsey. and Architectural Specifications by 
the same Author. 

The general appearance, arrangement and, to a large 
measure, its material makes it in fact a sequel to Graphic 
Standards rather than the ‘ entirely new departure ’ claimed 
for it by the publisher. The similarity to Graphic Standards 
is such that one is caused to wonder why the information 
contained in it was not published either by incorporation in 
a new edition of that book or at least as a second volume of 
it. 

The book is almost entirely data and some of it relates 
to some rather unusual matters and moreover it seems to 
be a confusion of planning data and detailed design and 
construction data. The information is given on 334 pages 
mainly in graphic form, presumably in the belief that 
architects can read and understand diagrams better than 
text, but there are some accompanying notes, often of a 
very random character which do not always seem to explain 
the diagrams. As a contribution to planning or design 
standards, in the sense in which the words are understood 
in this country, the book is of little value to British or 
European designers and one is inclined to question the 
valne of it to properly trained designers working in the 
U.S.A. 

As far as the book concerns itself with dimensional data 
it is no doubt very useful to the American architect as quick 
reference as it gives a great quantity of data which was not 
included in either of the previous books. The material is 
tied together in 23 grouvs dictated by types of buildings. 
The scove of the building types covered by the data is 
certainly extensive. although onlv a proportion of it seems 
applicable in this country. The building types range from 
small houses, motels, and hotels through baths, schools. 
theatres and religious building to the motorcar, medical 
buildines and even the design of large architects offices. 
Among its often strange and unusual data are details of a 
T.V. installation connecting the counter clerk and the 
records clerk in a Bank. In some sections the information 
is very sketchy and in others very lavish but throughout it 
seems to be drawn mainly from one source in each instance, 
thus losing the benefit of the assembly of views from 
various sovrces in order to put forward a consensus of 
ovinon. Often the data is associated with the products of 
individual manufacturers, The sketchiness of some of the 
information may well be evaluated by considering certain 
examples. such as that given for greenhouses: this subiect 
is covered by one dimensioned part plan, two differing 
sections and two differing elevations, which taken together 
apnear to ignore the very varying needs of horticulture 
which demand quite a variety of types of greenhouses. 
Similarlv in the information for the Small House table and 
piano sizes are given with surromnding spaces for the seat- 
ing marked ‘clearance’ but without anv clue as to the 
necessarv dimensions for the clearances which would seem 
to be of the utmost importance as an aid to planning. The 
plannine information for book-shelves consists of the 
words ‘7 books per lineal ft.” with no guidance as to the 
necessary projections from the wall. 

The Author states that he hopes ‘the time saved bv 
planners in not having to accumulate data in order to find 
out what is customarily used will allow them more time for 
the creative aspect of planning and producing drawings °. 
He also claims that the material offered should be sufficient 
to allow the architect to meet the building owner well 
prepared to discuss his problems and prepare a ‘ program ’; 
alas. from the information given, such claims are but hopes 
which are very doubtful of realisation in practice. It is 
further suggested that ‘the book supvlies in one volume 
information for the programing, making of schematic and 
preliminary drawings and in addition has a wealth of data 
and details useful in schools and in office drafting rooms’. 


One has a feeling that this is a book prepared primarily for 
students by someone who seems to be a maker of books 
rather than a practicising architect. The Author seems to 
have gathered any information that came his way which 
would fit somehow into a data book but has failed to decide 
what the book is really intended to do. The book lacks the 
orderliness of arrangement of the contents of many of the 
similar publications giving data available in this country 
and in Europe and which are obtainable at prices far less 
than £4-16s-Od without even involving the expenditure of 
somewhat precious dollars.

Britain's nuclear power station construction pro- 
gramme provides for twelve such stations to be built 
at a cost of some £300 miliion in the next ten years. 


The First Ten Years 


Work will start on the first two nuclear power stations 
in 1957. These will each have two gas-cooled reactors 
and the stations will be in operation by 1960/61. Two 
further gas-cooled reactor stations — each housing 
two reactors of improved type —to be begun in 
1958/9 will come into service by 1963. The output of 
these four stations will be between 400,000 and 
800,000 kilowatts. 

The construction of two groups of four stations 
each will begin in 1960 and 1961/2 and they will be 
supplying electricity to the Grid by 1963/4 and 1965 
respectively. The first group of stations will probably 
have one gas-cooled reactor each. The second group 
will probably utilise liquid-cooled reactors — one 
high rated reactor each. These stations will add well 
over 1,000,000 kilowatts to the nation’s power 
resources. 

The Second Ten Years 


By 1975, it is anticipated that nuclear reactor power 
stations in Britain will have an aggregate installed 
capacity of between 10,000,000 and _ 15,000,000 
kilowatts ; and about half the national consumption of 
electricity will be derived from nuclear energy.
